The Various and Si Singularly Different 
Kinds of Men Who Write Plays, and 
the Way They Do Their Work. 


An esteemed correspondent—that is to say, we 
esteem hiw all the wore highly becanse we don’t know 
anytbing at all about biw and care a good deal less— 
writes u3 a lettertc ask us if we can give him points in 
dramatic authorship. Somebody, it seems, has as- 
sured him that tbe only way to acquire wealth and 
distinction these bard times is to write a good drama, 
sell it to one of the five thousand honest, upright and ‘ 
intelligent millionaires who manage theatres and com- 
binations, and then sit in a Turkish chair and clip the 
coupons whicb roll in daily for royalties wave on 
wave, like the breakers on Coney Island beach. 

We had a sometbing similar letter sent us some 
time before. ‘The moral purpose shown by the writer 
of the first epistle differed from that of the gentleman 
who composed the second only as to the oharacter of 

the business in which each desired to engage. 

Botn had tntentions equally dishonorable—but the 
drift of the aspirations of one was only illegal—that of 
the otber absolutely depraved. |

He said he was young, vicious. full of zeal and irdus- | 
try and that brand of nicotine which 1s exuded by 
cigarettes, and would like to take the firsc fod that 
came around to crack a good rich crib. 

Even to the densest and meanest capacity it must be 
clear that this intending anꝰ asviring young criminal 
wasin no respect worse than the other chap, who 
calmly, coolly and unblusniugly declares that in spite 
of God, man and the devil he proposes to outrage bu- 
manity by writing plays. 

For between play-wvriting and burglary there is to be 
drawn this distinction only: the burglar takes man 
fully his chance of going tc the penitentiary, while 
the dramatist, in these dezenerate and despicable 
days, doesn’t even run the risk of being rotten-2gged. 

But both are equally prejndicial to the good of socie- 
ty, and, if either is to be preterred to the other, give us 
the ourglar any day. 

Still, this isa serious digression from the gist of this 
article. 

Our would-be playwright wants to know bow the 
convicted dramatists perpetrate their crimes, the con- 
ditions and circumstances under which .they work, 
and the remuneration which they usually receive, 

Well, fond youth, there are several sorts and condi- 
tions of dramatists, each is utterly and absolutely un- 








like the otber, and each moves in his own mysterious 
way bis dramatic wonders to perform. 

Take, for example, the “sawciety” dramatist, Mr. 
Bedbug Forceps. Mr. Forceps is a sweet—very, very 
—Ssweet young man, who wears bangs and a single eye-

Another interesting type of dramatist is Mr. Tart- 
Jey Scramble. Mr. Scramble writes Irish plays ex- 
clusively,and writes them, as the fiddjer of Donny- 
brook Fair played his selections, by n:ain strength. be 
jabere.. Mr. Scramble’s strongest intellectual points 
are his hair, his ears and bis brogue. He is the drama- 
tist of the Fariously Impossible. To reach bis mental 
condition and exude such plays’ as those which repre- 
sent it, be must have been suckled on Dime Novels 
and weaned on the Saturdax Night. His dialogue is 
always adjusted tothe comprehension of an Exghth 
avenue shop-gir!, bis repartee bas the ripe and mellow 
flavor ofa patent-medicine almanac, and his pathos 
is of a kind to draw tears—of laughter—from anybody 
ot the least pretensions to education or good taste. It 
is Mr. Scramble’s theory that all mankind is made up 
ot a lot of hysterical and illiterate idiots, and that the 
dollar of an imbecile is worth more than the indiffer- 
ence of a surewd cowboy. Mr. Scramble is inspired 
by gin and bitters, and usually thinks out his plots 
while leaning for physical support op the bar of a 
hizh-toned raloon. He advertises the fact that he pos- 
sesses genius by the singularity of his hat and the 
length of his hair, and throws off a play even more 
easily than he does his supper when *“‘making a noight 


ality an Irishman and baving none of th. wit or 
bumor of th -t ingenious people, Mr. Scramble seeks to 
sell his alleged Irish plays by simulating the wildest 
kind ofa brogue. 

Mr. Bankus D. Orter is quite another sort of a play- 
wright. He is a warm-bearted, quick-wittei, in- 
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Mr. Wickett Fiea who vlvays pursueth. 


genious American of the Americans. Modest as the 
day islong,a kind, genial, polished gentleman in every 
relation of life, thoroughly educated, of the finest and 
most exquisite taste, his plays represent the delicate 
and subtle realities of liie. His men and women are 
absolutely reat. He photographs his species instead of 
cartooning {t, and be photographs it with all the tact 
and sensibility of an artist.

Indeed, if things 
keep on with bim as they are now. the day ts not very 
remote when Mr. Wickett Flea will pat his dramatic 
goods on a handbarrow,and bring them witnin the 
reach of the poor and lowly, by selling them, in the 
blaze ofa naphtha lamp, on the outskirts of Washington 
market, at “twenty-five cents a bunch—pick ’em out 


now—twenty-five cents a bunch”—{ hereby justly put. 
ting bis tragedies and cofmedies on tne same basis as 
onions or young cucumbers. 

The actor-dramatist writes his plays with @ pair of 





shears and a paste-pot. He wouldn’t be able to write 
a play even with that assistance unless be had a Jot of 
other old plays to cut up.and paste together in differ- 
ent relationships. When he wants a new and original 
comedy he cuts up and joins together five or six come- 
dies that were obsolete years ago. Then he goes on 
the road and plays the “title role” for five or six 
weeks. At the end of thesixth week the Great Ameri- 
cap People finds it impossible to swallow the role any 
longer, and the actor-dramatist straightaway walks 
home to “write” a new play. 

8tThe variety dramatist doesn’t bave much to do. but 
he has to drink a good deal of beer while he is doing It, 
His study is usually the northe.st corner of a quiet

saloon on a down-town avenue, and he writes, invaria- 
bly, in bis sbirt-sleeves. Asa general thing he doesn’t 
plead guilty of writing plays. but says they are only 
“sketches.” He turns out about six sketches a week 
and receives on an average, for the entire lot, ten dol- 
larsand eighteen gallons of beer. It is a curious’ fact 
that the dramatic author of the variety stage is usually 
paid most of his fees in lager, and that his royalties 
often amount to as much as six schooners an act. 
With so many schooners, it is not an altogether un- 
common thing for the variety dramatist to get half- 
seas over before he finishes his play. --

A Respectable Vagrant and His Means of Sup- 
port. 


“Yes.wearetramps. We are as thoroughly out in 
the world as the most tattered, impecunious vagabond 
that begs for a few pennies on the street or for a piece 
of bread at a back door.” 

The speaker was a voung man, not shabbily dressed, 
save for the frayed binding on his coat. His face, 
overgrown with a week’s old dDeard, was frank and 
kindly. His compsnion was also young, and bis ap- 
pearance, too, was respectable. : 

“You don't look like a tramp.” said the reporter. 

“That is very true, and yet if you were only te count 
as tramps those shiftiess vagabonds, down at the heel 
and out at the elbows, who jostie each other at the 
soup-houses and steal for the sake of going to jail. you 








would have little more than balf the tramps iu Phila-. 


delpbia to-day.” 

“What bas been your experience ?” 

In tell you, tut you must not publish our names, 
You can take them, so that if any one, after reading 
the story, has a desire to give us work, you can let us 
know. Weare both down in the wurid, sir, but our 
self-respect bas not left us yet. I pray God it never 
may. Well,as to how we got down in the world. I 
am a traveling salesman. Atthe end of 18% depres- 
sion in trade threw me out of a position I had held tor 
tw> years. I soon becanie poor, and then followed the 
usual experiences with nawnbrokers. I could get no 
work, and finally my moun.-:y was all gone and I knew 
not where to turn to geta meal. My companion last 
year was an advance agent for a circus. Before that 
he wasan engineer. He basa wife and two children 
in a little back room on Vine strect. We met as com- 
pantons in distress, and he took me to hisroom, The 
scene [ witnessed there turned my trials to trifies and 
dispersed my sorrow for very shame. His wife was 
sick and bis children stood shivering beside the empty 
stove. There had been nothing to eat in the room for 
two days.” * 

The speaker paused a moment and gave a great 
gulp, as though to choke down a lump in bis throat. 
His eves bad a glistening suspicion of tears in them. 

“Well,” he went on, “that wasa month ago, and it 
was the beginning of our friendship. Since then we 
have been tramps, and we have worked together. 
How we managed to get along is almost a mystery to 
me, now tbat the first month is passed.” 

“Give me some idea of your operations.” 

“Our meals are secured chiefly at free lunch counters. 
Often enough we can slip in and geta drink witha 
crowd and then belp ourselves to the lunch orsit down 
and eat, no one noticing that we had not invested at 
the bar. Sometim?s I would go up to the counter, 
and, when no one was looking, pass back to my com- 
panion enough food to make a meal for bis tamily. 
He has a place to sleep, but I have none and at night 
I have to shilt for myself.” 

“And how do you make out?” ° 

“sometimes [ sleep at the station-houses, but the 
officers will not allow one to keep that up for many 
nights. Four nights 1 slept in empty freight-cars out 
near Brewerytown. When I fail to find a place to lay 
my head [ stay around the Broad street station until 
they turn me out. Yes, [am one of the tramps the 
station-master talks about as constantly coming 
around there and being as constantly asked to go out. 
Well, after I am invited out of the station it is usually 
midnight. I bave to keep awake and put in the time 
until morning. It isa weary time of it. Sometimes 
I walk out to Frankford and sometimes to German- 
town. Very often lam stopped by penniless wander- 
ers like myself who want a ‘few pennies fora night’s 
lodging.’ That is what I call the very irony ot 
poverty. 

**I could tell you a good many things to make you 
smile. Do you remember the incident Mark Twain 
relates in ‘Rouging It’ of the fellow who founda 
dime and thew it down so he ceuld have the pleasure 
of tinding it again? Well, I had a similar experience. 
I found astiver quarter at Broad and Spring Garden 
streets. I had not eaten anything for nearly thirty-six 
hours. ‘1 picked 1t up and could not realize my good 
fortune. I tossed it down on the pavement to see it it 
would ring, and then walked away, and, coming vack, 
picked it up again.

For several vears rast couplaints have been made 
that the meat of intured cattle arriving at the Eust- 
en‘ stock yards. in Pittsnurg, is sol1 tor food after the 
animals had b-en killed, becanse they were antit to be 
transported further. Several unufficial investigations 
of the churge have been made, generally by attaches 
of newspapers. The officers of the Pittsburg stock 
yards and Meat Inspector Lindsay, whose dut e it is to 
see that no cattle unfit for coneimption are sold. bave 








| Invariably informed the searchers after the truth that 


the arges were without foundation, and that the car 
casses of all animals injured in transit were turned 
over to the fall mas'er. These statements have been 
accepted as authoritative. The suject was revived 
last week by Humane Agent O'Brien in a manner that 
will not be pleasant to the beef-eaters ofthecity. Mr. 
O’Brien has been stationed at the stock yards for 
s-veral months, and therefore is in a position to know 
whereof he speaks. The subject was called to his at- 
tention by your correspondent while inquiring con- 
cerning the eftect of cold-weather on cattle being 
shippe i trom the We tt to the East. 

“Cattle, that is steers, have not suffered much,” said 
Mr O’Brien, “but sheer and hovzs are dying in Jarge 
numbers.

To-morrow [ 
exnect the ninber will bo mnch creater, as some of 
tie triins that will armvye have been snow-beund for 
regers] dave.” Mr, O'Brien then reforred to cattle 
partieniariv, and gril; “Cottle are ininred in the same 
wv as sheep and hos, but they are usually living 
wen they arrive at the varia a4a soon as they are 
diseoveret they are knocked in the head and their 
throets cn,” 


“Thev are sold tocity butciers. generally at reduced 
rates. The injuries sustained usually produced paral- 
ysis of the binaquariers. Tuese the baicbes cat off 
and turow away. I sappuse. Tue oalance of the meat 
1s retailed to customers.” 

Do you cunsider this meat tit for,food ?” 

“No, for tne fever soon spreacs all over the animal’s 
body, and they are often in the cass for two days in 
this mutilated staie.’ 

“Tuen why don t you prosecute the people who sell 
this meat?” 

“It is not my duty to dotbat—all I have todo Is to 
put tne catule out of their mi-ery as soon as possible. 
It 1s the Meat Inspector’s duty to prevent the sale of 
diseased meat.”* 

Mr. U' Brien did not give the names of any of the 
butchers that buy injured cattie, but they are known, 
and prosccutions will be instituted. 


GOD FOR THE GALLOWS. 


How a Poor Little Friendless Girl was Tortured by 
So-Called Gus Guardians. 


1Sublect of “TMustration.} 

Our Wallingford, Vt., correspondent sends the fol- 
lowing recital of a case of cruelty which is almost un- 
paralleled tn recent annals: “The excitement of last 
week wus the arrest and conviction of Joseph White 
and wife for abuse und maltreatment of Ida Ferry, 
about thirteen years old. Ai by the screams of 
the child, a neighbor arose from and drove three 
miles to awake a grand juror, who, with two other 
men, drove to the place and arrested White and his 
wice. 

“The child presented a pitiful appearance. Her feet 
were blistered where the woman had compelled her 
to stand ona hot stove until she could no longer 
stand on her feet. Another mode cf punishment was 
to push pins through the chird’s eara and fasten her to 
the wall, edole still another punishment bad been to 
compel the girl to run ber tongue ‘against the window- 
easing and then to drivea needie through the chihi’s 
tonzue and fasten it there. 

“At another time Ida had been held under a pump 
and a stream of water pumped upon ber head un‘il she 
was so far exhausted the Whites could not revive ber, 
and were compelled to get the help of velghbors. 
When in court the child’s body was found covered 
with black and blue spots where the inbuman guard- 
jans bad pinched her, while her back was a betwork 
of cord-like ridges wuere the whip had been applited. 
The child bad been with the Whites since she was two 
years old, her father having gore West and paring 
€190 a year for the care of bis child. White testified 
that bis wife made him assist in the cruetties. The 
sentencu of the justice was only $5 fine for White and 
10 for bis wife. 

“Tae next night three masked men caught White ia 
his baru, and, afier beating Lim, ordered bin to leave 
thetown. The child has been taken care of by the 
authorities. Both the Whites were members of a 
church, which has since — them.”

‘What sort of a man ts the average German police 
mac? Well, he is not very hand-ome—policemen 
generally ure not roted for their beauty anywhere. 
He ts straight in figure, wusculur in build, and is evi- 
denily selected on ac-ount of his phvsical poser and 
atbietic qaalities, Though why he should be required 
to have these attributes ts nog vers clear, because no 
mau ever thinks oi resisting a policeman In Germany 
—even the few drunken men not being fighters. 

It ls amusing to sec a German policeman taking a 
prisoner through the streets to the lockup. The police- 
man never thinks of han‘dcuffing his man, nor of even 
grasping him by the collar or arm. and rudely pushing 
and shoving bim along to the station bouse. Such an 
expenditure of strength and energy on the officer's 
part would be useless. For the prisoner leaves all 
hope behind bim when he falls into the clutches of the 
faithful guardian of the peace, and would no more 
think of taking to bis heel; and escape than be would 
of flying tothe mown. So the officer walks along on 
the sidewalk hurie ! in thought and apparently takes 
no sort of noti-e of nis prisoner, who trots along, gen- 
erally in the middle of the road, perfectly resigne1 to 
his fate. 

The police uniform, too.in Germany {is a striking 
one. Like everything else, 1t partakes a good deal 
of the military character. Tne head covering 18 & 
heavy leathern helmet trimmed with brass around 
the edges, ornamented in front with a large brass sun 
and rays, and bearing on its sumwit a brass knob— 
the abbreviated spike which graces the tup of the mili- 
tary helmet. 

The clothing of the officer is of dark-dlue cloth, the 
coat being cut like the legendary Clerica! coat, high 
neck, with » standing coliar orfamented witb gold or 
silver luce, accurding to rank. Brass bu‘tons confine 
it closely to the body trom the chin to the bips and 
are displayed on the large turned-up cufis and on the 
rather long skirts, so that the police officer is rather 
brilliant when the sun shines on him.
